I  have  the  lionoui'  to  present  the  Rei)ort  upon  the  Heaitli  of  the 
District  for  the  year  Acting  nnder  instrnctions  from  the 

Ministry  of  Health,  I  have  omitted  certain  details  previously  submitted 
in  Annual  Hei)orts,  and  have  curtailed  information  regarding 
conditions  Avhich  do  not  alter  from  year  to  year.  The  Report  for 
l‘.>2()  is  to  he  regarded  as  a  Survey  Report  of  the  District,  aiul  that  for 
1021  as  sii  [)plenientary  thereto. 


The  work  of  the  Health  Department  was  carried  on  during  the 
first  eight  months  of  the  yeai‘  under  the  dii’ection  of  Dr.  W.  Stewart 
Stalkei’,  and  for  the  remainder  nnder  my  supervision.  No  other 
change  in  Stall  has  been  made,  and  the  system  has  continued 
unchanged. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  the  figures  representing  Death  Rate  and 
Infant  Mortality  are  the  lowest  on  record,  and  lower  than  those  for 
England  and  Wales  generally. 

Ei)idemics  of  Disease  have  been  absent  during  the  year,  except 
in  the  case  of  Influenza  which  was  i)re valent  in  Decembei-,  and  which 
was  unacc(»m panied  by  excessi\e  mortality. 


In  the  Reitort  will  he  foun<l  j)ai-ticulars  ol’  the  work  performed 
by  the  Ruhlic  Health  Depa.ilment,  and  although  a  vast  amount  of 
work  has  been,  and  contimies  to  be  done,  to  improve  housing 
conditions,  and  to  remove  nuisances,  the  fringe  of  such  work  has 
only  yet  been  touched.  Aj)i))-oxiniately,  RoOt)  houses  are  in  ui-gent 
need  of  )-o|aii]’S,  and  tliei-e  are  at  least  dot)  whei-e  the  conditions  are 
exti-enmlv  bad. 


Littlo  pro^MH'HS  luiH  been  inatle  in  the  conversion  of  privy  middens. 
Tins  is  l•e^;■r(‘ttabU'.  A  niucli  more  energetic  policy  is  indicated  if 
we  ai‘e  to  maintain  onr  health  statistics  at  a  low  level. 


Other  nt'cessities  of  the  District  are  the  abolition  of  refuse  tii)S, 
and  tlu'  pi-ovision  of  an  Isolation  Hospital.  When  the  lattei’  has  been 
provided  it  is  to  lx*  hoped  that  accMonmodation  will  he  available  for 
ceidaiii  cases  of  Measles  and  Pnenmoida  where*  the  home  conditions, 
incliidiny  nnrsinj^’,  are  advei'se. 


'The  Vital  Statistics  of  11*21  afford  abundant  proof  of  the  wisdom 
of  the  general  health  policy  pursued  by  the  Council,  and  provide  a 
stimulus  to  continued  effort  on  the  lines  indicated  Much  has 
been  accomplished,  and  much  remains  to  be  done. 

I  beg  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  courtesy  and  consideration  at 
all  times,  and  take  the  opportunity  to  thank  my  brother  officials  for 
their  help  and  cordial  co-oi)eration  in  my  vvoi'k.

This  Centre  is  provided  hy  the  Authority  at  the  Coiiiici]  OHices, 
S^vinton.  and  is  open  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  aftei-noons.  The 
<>cconnnodation  is  the  Siune  as  is  used  for  the  School  Clinic,  and  owing 
to  the  numbers  in  attendance,  the  iireinises  are  usually  ciowded 
l)eyond  what  is  desirable. 

The  work  performed  at  the  Cdinic  includes  I\redical  Consultations, 
Aveighing  of  infants  and  children  up  to  5  years  of  age,  demonstrations 
on  bathing,  feeding,  clothing,  etc.,  distribution  of  milk,  Tirol,  etc., 
and  ti*eatnient  of  minor  defects.  Tea  is  i)rovided  free  to  parents. 

A  Sewing  Class  was  conducted  during  the  Avintei-  months  by 
iMis.  LongA\orth  on  alteiaiate  Tuesday  afternoons,  for  instruction  in 
cutting  out  and  making  simple  gurments.  To  mothers  attended. 

1  he  Clinic  was  oiKui  on  104  occasions  during  the  year,  and  was 
A\ell  patronised,  as  the  following  figures  show.

The  (dinic  was  held  on  21  occasions  duriiifj:  the  year. 

I  took  over  the  the  Aiite-Xatal  Clinic  from  Dr.  Corlield  in 
Se])leml)er,  11*21.  and  have  continued  the  work  of  the  Clinic  on  the 
same  lines  as  my  predecc'ssor. 

ddie  number  of  cases  dealt  with  in  11*21  was  147  as  compared 
with  dt)  in  11*2(*.  1  thiidc  the  increase  is  very  satisfactory  for  the 

second  year.  thou;.ih  the  tendency  is  foi'  a  still  further  increase  for 
the  coming'  yeai‘. 

1  have  endeavoured  to  ^,uve  a  series  of  six  lectures  over  a  iieriod 
of  ihi-ee  months  on  subjects  likely  to  lie  of  intei-est  and  value  to  the 
expectant  mother.  ddiese  lectures  take  up  the  first  ]xu*t  of  each 
afternoon,  the  remaining'  tiart  of  the  session  beiipu'  devoted  to  private 
consultation.

The  number  of  cases  referred  to  the  Hospitals  has  been  very 
small  though  I  am  constantly  in  touch  with  the  members  of  the  staff 
of  both  the  Northern  Hosi)ital  for  Women  and  Children  and  also 
St.  IMary’s  Hosiaital,  so  that  any  case  re<iuiring  Hospital  treatment  can 
be  taken  to  these  Hospitals  with  as  little  delay  as  possible.

No  treatment  is  undertaken  hy  the  Local  Authority.  The 
arraniiements  made  hy  the  County  foi‘  consultation  and  treatment  are 
adequate  and  satisfactory.  Facilities  are  pi-ovided  at  the  Dispensai-y, 
40,  Chorley  Road,  Swinton,  for  consultation  with  a  Specialist,  and  the 
following'  np  the  cases  in  the  homes.  A  report  by  Dr.  Jessel  which 
he  has  kindly  furnished,  reveals  the  work  (lone  in  the  district.  The 
Local  Authority  co-operates  in  in  *asui'es  to  ])revent  the  disease. 


REPORT  BY  THE  CONSULTANT  TUBERCULOSIS  OFFICER, 

LANCASHIRE  COUNTY  COUNCIL. 

The  close  co-operation  hi'tween  the  County  Tulierculosis 
Department  and  the  Medical  Ollicer  of  Health  and  the  School 
Medical  Othcer  has  been  maintained. 

The  County  Tuberculosis  Disiiensary  at  40,  Chorley  Road, 
Swinton.  has  been  regularly  open  on  INfonday  and  ^Yednesday 
mornings,  and  also  on  the  last  Thursday  in  each  month  in  the  evening 
for  those  who  are  working  in  the  daytime. 

In  addition  to  the  patients  referred  by  the  IMedical  Otticer  of 
Health  and  the  School  Medical  Ollicer,  a  large  number  were  sent  by 
local  Medical  Practitioners,  Pensions  Boards  and  Committees,  Ac. 
Arrangements  for  the  treatment  of  all  foi-ms  of  Tubeiculosis  are  now 
under  the  sole  control  of  the  Lancashire  County  Council  and  art*. 
availalile  for  insuri'd  as  well  as  m^n-insui'ed  persons. 
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A  Pulmonary  Hosi)ital  for  men  was  opened  at  Peel  Hall,  Little 
Hulton,  on  the  31  st  August,  11)20,  to  which  a  number  of  patients 
resident  in  Swinton  and  Pendlehury  have  been  sent. 

It  is  again  necessary  to  remind  the  public  that  the  outlook  as 
regards  im])rovenients  and  cure  in  the  case  of  Tuberculosis  de])ends 
ui)on  the  stage  of  the  disease  when  it  is  recognised  and  it  is  desirable 
that  persons  suffering  from  what  they  consider  to  be  Amemia, 
Debility.  Bronchitis,  Gastric  Catarrh,  Ac.,  should  consult  their  own 
doctors  without  delay,  and  thi*ough  them,  if  necessary,  attend  for 
examination  at  the  Dispensai-y.

£3  per  week  per  head.  ddie  arrangement  is  ])rovisional,  inade(iuate. 
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and  unsatisfactory,  u])(>n  tlie  the  accoinniodatlon  available. 

The  incidence  of  infections  disease  dnrin^-  the  year  has  l)een  small, 
yet  some  have  been  unable  to  yain  admittance  to  liosintal  whom  it 
was  thought  ouylit  to  he  so  removed.  Should  infectious  disease 
become  eiudemic  before  the  i)roi)osed  joint  Infectious  Hos])ital  is 
erected,  isolation  will  be  impossible  for  the  majoiaty  of  cases,  as  the 
houses  are  as  a  rule  unsuitable  for  the  i)urpose. 


5.  Small  Pox. 


A  Joint  Hospital  is  maintained  by  the  Swinton  and  Pendlebury 
and  Worsley  Urban  District  Councils  at  Linnyshaw  IMoss  in  the 
Worsley  Urban  District.  The  IMedical  Officer  of  Health  of  th.e  latter 
District  has  full  chary^e  over  the  patients  admitted.  There  is 
accommodation  for  20  ])atients,  and  ample  space  for  extension  should 
this  be  necessarv. 


No  case  of  Small  Pox  has  occurred  during  the  past  year.  The 
disease  has  ])een  prevalent  in  several  areas  however,  and  is  still 
smouldering  in  Yoi-kshire,  Nottingham,  and  parts  of  Lancashire, 
Cheshire,  The  danger  of  an  explosive  onset  in  Swinton  and 

Pendlel)U]-y  is  an  ever  i)resent  one,  and  the  large  number  of 
unvaccinated  in  the  community  will  render  extremely  difficult  the 
control  of  the  disease  when  it  occms.

Cancer  has  been  the  cause  of  dO  deaths.  The  disease  is  increas¬ 
ing.  The  connection  hadween  cancer  and  industi'ialism  has  not  been 
established  except  in  certain  types  of  the  disease.  There  is  howevei-, 
reason  to  believe  that  the  disease  is  inci'easing  geneiully  over  the 
civilised  world,  and  that  this  increase  is  accom[)anied  by  increasing 
civilisation,  and  increasing  industrialism.  The  disease  calls  for 
intensive  1‘esearch  to  establish  the  i)]‘edisposiiig  and  exciting  causes, 
and  to  suggest  piH'venlive  and  curative  measures.  At  itresent  it  is 
beyond  oui-  control.  Par  otherwise  is  it  with  disease  of  the  lungs. 
Where  the  atmosithere  is  polluted  with  smoke,  where  houses  are 
dam]),  defective,  badly  ventilated  and  lighted,  and  overcrowded,  the 
remedy  is  in  oui*  own  hands.  This  part  of  the  Public  Health  is 
purcbaseable  if  the  iut1)lic  will  piiy  the  place.

The  answer  depends  niwn  our  estimate  of  the  value  of  human  life 
and  human  health  and  human  happiness,  and  it  is  to  he  rememhere*! 
that  what  lu’ings  death  to  one  hrings  cripi)lini''  and  suffering-  to  many 
others. 


Infant  Mortality. 

The  Infant  Mortality  is  the  lowest  ou  record,  To  as  compared 
with  Enffiand  and  Wales  <Sd,  and  for  the  first  time  is  less  than  the 
latter.

The  flifures  must  not  be  accepted  too  literally.  They  should  l)e 
read  as  indicating  a  general  trend  downwards,  and  compared  with  the 
general  death  i-ate  also  tending  dowaiwards.  They  are  cai>al)le  of 
still  further  re<luction,  as  mothers  cease  from  delegating  their  natui-al 
(luties  to  the  cow,  and  as  their  knowledge  of  niotherci*aft  increases 
and  environment  ini|)roves.  No  single  cause  of  infant  health  and 
■well  being  is  so  inii)ortant  as  breast  feeding,  and  whilst  there  are  soim^ 
mothej’S  who  ought  not  to  mu'se  their  children,  there  are  very  few 
who  can  not  do  so.  The  amount  of  ignorance  of  natural  motlierhood 
is  appalling.  The  aiiKumt  of  harm  done  by  misguided  suggestions 
of  friends  is  not  less  so.  I  am  shocked  daily  by  the  number  <d' 
mothers  who  have  resoided  to  artificial  feeding  of  theii*  babies  because^ 
someone  said  they  had  no  milk  ;  that  th(‘  milk  did  not  agree  with 
baby  ;  that  the  niilk  went  when  they  got  ip),  and  so  on. 
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To  sug^,n‘st  to  a  iiiotlo'i*  that  lioi-  luilk  is 
that  it  will  fail  and  vice  v(‘i*sa.

To  maintain  onr  Infant  iNfortality  at  a  low  level,  we  must 
continue  to  teach  motheiri-aft,  and  wt  must  remove  these  home  and 
onvii’onment  dan^uu’S  which  exist  around  us — privy  middens,  refuse 
tips,  crowaled  and  defecti vcUiouses,  closed  windows,  defective  clothing 
and  feeding,  and  so  forth. 


It  will  he  noted  that  the  death  rate  amongst  illegitimate  children 
under  1  year  is  2d0  per  1000  such  children  born,  as  compared  with 
bit  for  legitimate  children.  This  indicates  a  need  foi-  protection 
and  care  ovei-  these  children,  a  need  not  confined  only  to  our  owm 
district,  but  none  the  less  not  to  be  ignoi’ed. 


F(unale  children  born  in  this  area  have  almost  twice  the  chance 
of  living  to  f  year  that  male  children  have — the  mortality  of  as 
compared  with  Olt  per  1000,  is  striking. 


Of  individual  causes  of  Infant  Mortality,  Bronchitis  and  Diarrhoea 
are  most  important,  amounting  to  almost  half  of  the  total  deaths. 
'These  diseases  ai-e  preventable  i)artly  by  the  Authority,  and  partly  by 
the  i>arents. 


It  is  surprising  that  more  deaths  did  not  occur  from  Summer 
Diarrlnea,  considering  the  high  temperature,  the  freedom  from  rain,, 
and  the  evil  system  of  i)rivies  which  exist.  This  may  be  partly  <lue 
to  more  time  S])ent  in  the  outside  air,  and  partly  to  greater  care 
genei-ally  over  tlie  food  supply.  The  common  use  of  dried  and 
therefore  sterilised  milk  no  doubt  plays  a  part  in  the  safety  of 
artificially  fed  children.

Diphtheria. 

d2  cases  occurred  duriiif^’  the  year  as  compared  with  4<S  in  11120. 
There  were  d  deaths.  The  incidence  fell  most  heavily  upon  tlie  a^e 
group  d— 10,  which  accounted  for  dd%  of  the  cases.  There  is  little 
<lou})t  that  Dijditheria  is  spread  more  by  infected,  either  (piiescent  or 
active  cases,  than  by  infected  articles.  It  is  not  uncommon  tor  the 
School  Medical  Ofticer  to  discover  carriei'S  in  school,  and  the  heavy 
incidence  amongst  school  children  sui)poi-ts  the  contention  that  this 
is  the  means  by  which  the  disease  chiefly  sju-eads.  Sclnxd  cliildi’en 
suffering  from  chronic  running  noses,  aiiaunia  and  enlarged  glands 
are  f]-e(iuently  infected  with  Diphtheria.  The  Pul)]ic  Health 
Department  has  in  tlie  hi<t  (piarter  of  the  year  discovered  four  such 
cases  in  attendance  at  school.  The  removal  and  treatment  of  these 
children  has  put  an  end  to  the  spread  of  the  disease  for  the  time  being. 
The  carrier  of  Diphtheria  is  not  dangerous  to  every  contact.  Some 
lieople  are  not  susceiitable  to  the  disease,  hut  even  the  latter  may 
become  so  when  the  general  health  is  defective. 


It  is  only  liy  liacteriological  examination  of  thi-oat  swabs  that  the 
l>resence  or  absence  of  Diphtheria  can  lie  confirmed.  The  logical 
conclusion  is  that  all  suspicious  cases  and  contacts  of  actual  cases 
should  be  swabbed.  The  Health  Department  endeavours  as  far  as 
liossible  to  carry  this  out,  but  it  is  not  always  easy  to  persuade  j)arents 
and  others  that  a  i-unning  nose  or  ear  may  lie  Diphtheria,  when  the 
child  is  iierhajis  only  slightly  indisposed.  All  cases  are  swabbed 
again  after  recovery  to  ensure  that  they  <lo  not  still  hai'boui-  the  geian 
of  the  disease.

Influenza  Avas  ei)idemic  in  December,  1921.  A  special  report 

Avas  made  to  the  CoiiJinittee  in  January,  1922.  Briefly  the  facts 

Avei-e  as  folloAVS  : 

A  mild  type  of  influenza,  beginning  amongst  school 
children  in  epidemic  form  in  December,  1921,  and 
spreading  to  adults.  Amongst  the  children  the  epidemic 
had  abated  by  the  end  of  the  year,  and  the  schools  re-opened 
as  usual  in  January,  after  the  holidays,  Avith  the  usual  aA’^erage 
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attendance.  The  disease  fell  most  heavily  npon  Pendlehui-y 
area.  Ki.yht  deaths  occurred  from  Ihienmoina  and  Bronchitis 
during'  Decemher,  hut  this  is  no  index  of  the  extensive  nature 
of  the  ei)idemic  which  affected  over  20%  of  the  school 
liopnlation,  and  later  on  a  considerable  number  of  factory 
eni])loyees.  The  closure  of  the  sch(K)ls  i)roduced  a  mai’ked 
effect  ui)on  the  epidemic  spread  of  the  disease,  and  althou^4h 
the  disease  slumbered  generally  amongst  the  community,  the 
epidemic  incidence  had  disappeared  when  the  schools  re-opened 
after  the  Xmas  holidays.

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Sanitary  Administration. 

The  work  of  the  Sanitary  Insi)ector8  is  suiiiiiiarised  in  the 
accompanying'  tallies,  the  first  of  which  deals  only  with  Infections 
Diseas'?‘s.  The  i-elative  freedom  from  e[)idemic  tlisease  whicli  the 
District  enjoyed  diirin.y  11*21  is  in  a  yreat  measure  due  to  the 
thoronyhness  with  which  liK-alised  outbreaks  have  l)een  investij^ated, 
sui)ervised  and  treated.  The  oriyin  of  each  case  of  Infectious 
Disease  has  been  sought,  ramifications  if  possible  on  actual  spread 
ascertained,  and  measures  taken  on  the  lines  indicated  in  the  tabh'  to 
check  it.  Such  measures  include  co-operation  frecpiently  with 
neighbouring  Authorities  with  the  commou  object  of  ))reventing  the 
si)read  of  Infections  Disease. 

The  District  for  the  ])uri)ose  of  Infectious  Disease  Prevention  is 
<livided  into  two.  One  Inspector  is  resi)onsible  for  each  as  [tart  of 
his  duties,  which  also  includes  work  represented  in  Table  2. 

Table  II.  contains  a  summary  of  the  Genei'a!  Sanitary  Work 
accom])lished  during  the  year  under  review.  It  shews  a  considerable 
increase  upon  the  woi-k  [)erl‘oi-med  in  tlie  ])receding  year.  The 
numl)er  of  nuisances  abated  being  3, did  as  comi)ared  with  1,74<S  in 
llt2d.  This,  though  an  index,  of  the  success  of  the  work  performed, 
is  of  little  value  as  an  index  of  the  amount  of  labour  ex[)ended  to 
gain  the  i-esults,  and  which  includes  discovery  of  nuisances,  insi)ection 
re-inspection,  conversation  with  owner  and  others,  service  of  notices, 
etc.,  until  the  nuisanc'e  has  been  abated. 

The  work  done  undei’  the  Housing  Acts  is  over  and  above  tliat 
contained  in  Tabh'  II.  A  sumniai-y  of  this  will  ]>e  found  in  the 
apjK'ndix. 

t)ne  Insf)ector  is  ('iigaged  wholly  on  work  undei*  the  Housing 
Acts,  ami  another  chiefly  u])on  house  to  house  inspections  foi* 
nuisances.  Potli  of  these  perfoi-in  woi-k  whicli  is  very  necessai'y 
in  tlie  ai*ea.  as  refiu-ence  to  the  I'eport  by  Di-.  Stewart  Stidker  for  11*2(1 
on  Housing  will  shew. 

The  Disti-ict  cannot  be  defended  against  disease  and  death  unh'ss 
the  pi-edisposing  and  exciting  causes  ol  siicli  ai‘e  attacked.  Dne  of 
the  greatest  causes  of  such  in  Swinton  and  Pendlebin-y  is  defective 
housing,  and  the  emu-getic  action  which  is  being  taken  to  lanuedy  this

Slaughter  Houses. 

'There  are  Id  |)rivate  licensed  slaiij^hter  houses  in  the  District, 
ddie  majority  are  within  100  feet  of  elwellini>s,  are  small,  and 
scattereel  over  tlie  Area,  rendering'  im])ossil)le  any  aekuiuate  inspection 
at  time  of  slaughter.  A  rej^ort  ni)on  the  measures  aelvisahle  for 
I)i‘otection  of  tlie  public  as  far  as  slau^litei*  houses  are  concerned,  and 
pointing-  out  ilefects  in  those  existinj^',  together  with  certain 
recommendations,  AV'-as  presented  to  the  Committee  and  is  under 
consideration.  Defective  as  the  existing  slaughter  houses  are,  more 


<lan.i*er  is  to  he  ai)pi'elieiide(l  from  the  of  |)i^^s  under  teniporai’y 

license  on  premises  still  less  suited  to  the  purpose  than  tJie  existin^jf 
slaimliter  houses. 


Disinfection  and  Disinfestation. 

A  steam  disinfector  and  cleansing  station  are  provided  at  tln^ 
Destructor.  Keference  to  Table  I.  will  reveal  the  amount  of  \vork 
done.  The  Puhlic  Health  Depai*tment  \vorks  in  co-operation  with 
the  Education  Authority  wdiere  cases  of  vermin  are  discovered  hy  the 
latter.  Cleansiiyy  is  effected  at  the  cleansin,i>f  station. 

The  houses  from  which  verminous  children  or  children  sutferinj^ 
from  Scabies  come  are  dealt  with  at  the  same  time  as  the  cases  aia^ 
cleansed.  Where  dirty  and  verminous  premises  are  discovered  oi* 
reported,  vif^orous  action  is  taken  to  ensure  cleansing  and  disinfection. 
See  Table  II.  llepeated  inspections  are  made  suhsecpiently  to 
prevent  a  relai)se. 

The  clothing  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  removed  to  Hosiutal 
is  1‘emoved  and  disinfected  hy  the  Hospital  Authorities. 


Common  Lodging  House. 

There  is  one  Common  Lodging  House  in  the  District  with 
accommodation  for  27  men,  most  of  whom  are  i-egular  lodgers.  The 
premises  have  been  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  state  of  hygiene,  no 
overcrowding  has  been  noted  and  no  case  of  Infectious  Disease  has 
occurred  dm-ing  the  year.

Far  otlu'rwise  is  it  with  the  Ikich'i'ial  content  of 
seven  samples  taken  hy  this  depai’tment  and  submitted  to  the 
University  of  Manclu'ster  for  a  I’eport,

“There  is  no  doubt  that  samples  11,  12  and  Id  fall  under 
(Irade  111,  the  sale  of  which,  <iccordin;,^  to  the  American 
(’ommission  should  hc'  sui-roundc'd  hy  safe^uiards  such  as  to 
ensnre  the  resti-iction  of  its  us!'  to  cooking’  and  manufac¬ 
turing^  pnr|)ose.” 


In  other  Avords  milk  such  as  is  i’e|)orted  upon,  is  unsafe  for  use 
as  food  Avithout  previous  hoiliny.  That  out  of  7  sami)les  submitted 
helon^j;'  to  the  category,  sj)eaks  for  itself.  Wei-e  not  milk  an  opa<iue 
tluid  Avhich  etfectively  conceals  contamination,  the  ()ul)lic  Avould 
hesitate  before  tlrinkini;  it  raw,  and  rightly  so. 


’Favo  samples  Avere  taken  hy  this  Authority  and  Avere  submitted 
to  the  County  Analyst  for  analysis.  Both  Avere  rei)orted  genuine.

One  half  of  the  i)0|)nlation  in  P.Ul  lived  in  4  roomed  houses. 
According  to  the  official  index  of  overci-owding,  e.g.,  more  than  two 
persons  per  room,  there  wei‘e  at  the  time  420  persons  in  the  District 
Avho  required  re-housing  to  conform  with  this  standard. 

There  is  the  same  numher  of  persons  per  house  in  the  District  in 
1021  as  in  P.lfl,  and  it  may  he  presumed  there  is  at  least  the  same 
amount  of  overcrowding.
